proper place. 
When the state house was plan­ 
ned in 1750 a tower was finally add­ 
ed and the next year a committee 
headed by Isaac Norris was named 
to secure a bell. 
He procured one 
from the Whitehouse foundry in 
England. 
The bell was to weigh 
2.000 pounds and cost 1,000 pounds 
sterling 
The bell arrived a year 
later and was recast twice by an 
American 
foundry before it was 
hung, the speaker stated. 
Uses of Bell 
It was rung on many occasions in 
the history of our country, he con­ 
tinued. It was rung on the corona­ 
tion of George III 
It was muffled 
and tolled when various grievous 
acts were passed by Parliament. 
It 
announced the battle of Lexington 
and proclaimed independence When 
Howe’s army was approaching Phil­ 
adelphia this and other bells were 
taken north. The Liberty Bell was 
hidden for about a year under the 
floor of Zion Reformed church in 
Allentown. 
In 1881 it announced 
the 
surrender 
of 
Comw’allis 
at 
Yorktown and proclaimed peace in 
1783. 
It was muffled and tolled at 
the deaths of Washington. Jeffer­ 
son. Hamilton, Lafayette and John 
Marshall. 
This last time it crack­ 
ed and never has been rung suc­ 
cessfully since. 
In 1926 the num­ 
bers of the year were struck by a 
hammer and carried around the 
world by radio. 
It is a symbol of liberty. 
Its 
tone is silent and it rests upon us 
to proclaim liberty throughout the 
land, the Rev. Mr. Dietz concluded.

Five divisions and additional units 
comprising more than 65,000 troops 
will be concentrated first at scatter­ 
ed southern points and then at Fort 
Benning, Georgia, for large scale 
training as an Army corps 
Two cavalry divisions will be con­ 
centrated at Fort Bliss, El Paso, 
Texas. 
A formal announcement, approved 
by President 
Roosevelt, disclosed 
the plan calls for converting the 
peace-time 
army 
into 
a 
fully 
prepared fighting force 
With 
addition 
of 
53.000 more 
regular troops, ‘‘when and if au­ 
thorized ’ by congress, a second 
combat corps of four additional 
‘'streamlined” 
divisions 
will 
be 
created. 
The Army’s present first division, 
now stationed at IO different posts 
in the northeast, will start moving 
about October 25 to Fort Benning. 
Other divisions will move "in rapid 
succession” first to other posts in 
the south, then concentrating with 
the first and with special corps 
units at Fort Benning. 
During the training of this com­ 
bat corps of five divisions, National 
Guard and reserve officers of upper 
ranks will be taken to Fort Benning 
for training.

Trucks average 1,250 more miles 
a year than passenger cars, but 
62 per cent of passenger car use 
appears to be for business purposes.

findings on characteristics of road 
use now emerging from scientifically 
controlled studies which 46 states 
are making in cooperation with the 
U, S. Bureau of Public Roads. 
On the basis of prelim inary re­ 
ports

broadly 
scattered 
states, it 
is estim ated 
that 
the 
average annual travel of all types 
and ages of cars throughout the 
country is 8,850 miles. 
They travel 5.000 miles a year on 
prim ary rural highways and trans­ 
city 
connections; 
1,180 
miles 
on 
secondary highways and local rural 
roads and 2,670 miles on city streets. 
Rural cars, which average 7,620 
miles on all road systems, get only 
400 miles of street driving but put 
in 2,210 on secondary country roads. 
City cars driven 9,540 miles on all 
systems, average only 610 miles on 
the secondary country roads and 
have an average of 3,940 miles of 
street driving. 
G reatest highway users are in ­ 
habitants of small 
towns. 
They 
travel 
considerably 
in 
excess 
of 
6.000 miles a year on the m ain roads, 
but when a division of urban versus 
rural Is made, 
both groups ap­ 
proximate the 5,000 mile average. 
Prelim inary data, covering a group 
of 15 states shows th at the average 
annual mileage for all trucks was

Age of a car has a great deal 
to do with how far it is driven. 
The new cars get the m ost use. 
Their first year mileage averages 
13.000 and from th at point on there 
is a constant decline. By the time 
a car Is five years old it averages 
only 8,700 miles. 
Data from the states so far re­ 
porting shows th a t while the use 
of passenger cars, on the average. 
is 62 per cent for business purposes, 
this again varies with

strength, young, serious-minded en­ 
gineers at work in the testing room 
of motor plants frequently outdo 
the ingenuity of Rube Goldberg 
and the rough-house tactics of the 
Katzenjammer Kids. 
Rigorous treatm ent inflicted in a 
few hours is more than the ordinary 
car experiences in a life-time of 
severe driving. As a result of these 
tests, automobiles are built to run 
as smoothly in a M innesota blizzard 
or in the scorching heat of Death 
Valley as on Main Street in Mary­ 
land. 
Only the punishm ent of medieval 
torture cham bers are in a class with 
the tests factory engineers devise 
for metals and fabrics. One steering 
wheel test, for example, actually 
consists of dropping a 100-pound 
sack of sand from various heights 
to measure how much impact the 
wheel will stand 
Yet the punish­ 
ment is just beginning. The wheel 
is clamped on a rack, and it is 
bent, twisted and yanked while the 
strain is rn** a sirred on a nearby- 
scale 
Then there is the underground 
pit where a flywheel is mounted. 
The flywheel begins to revolve, the 
speed

steadily, 
and 
finally the centrifugal force becomes 
so great that it literally tears the 
wheel to pieces. 
By determining 
th at the flywheel will break only at 
sustained speeds far beyond that 
which the car engine will ever at­ 
tain it won’t fail in regular service. 
Seat fabric upholstry, placed In 
a large oven and exposed to the 
purple rays of the carbon arc, re­ 
ceives in twelve days the equivalent 
of an entire year’s exposure under 
the boiling sun.

from dirt. 


In another corner an automatic 
device pushes a .starter button, an 
automobile engine starts, then is 
cut off, then is started again Only 
after the .starter button has been 
pushed 60,000 times—equivalent to 
IO times a day for 16 years—does 
failure begin, tests show. 
A continual pounding noise com­ 
ing from another section of the 
“torture room ” is a 100-pound ham ­ 
mer, striking hard enough to smash 
a finger to a pulp, which is banging 
away at a front axle spindle Only 
after 200,000 of these steady ham ­ 
mer blows does this sturdy steel 
give. The automobile m anufacturer 
knows, then, that here Is material 
which will last through tile most 
rigorous of driving. 
Never taking for granted th at 
any car will be confined just to 
paved highway use, the m anufac­ 
turer prepares every car for the 
most 
grueling 
driving conditions. 
In order th a t shock absorbers will 
withstand 
the 
wearing effect of 
flying sand, which a motorist might 
encounter in desert driving, a test 
is made at the plant. It consists of 
blaflum sand through a long tunnel, 
equivalent to the worst of condi­ 
tions. and checking the shock ab­ 
sorbers to see that they remain 
unaffected. 
The engineers directing the tests 
make their own trouble 
They will 
run an engine wide open, day and 
night for days on end until It finally 
breaks down from one cause or 
another.
